mild dry weather 
through nearly the whole last month 
has favoured the seasonable avocations 
the farmer. The spring sowing 
more forward state than could 
have been expected, from the heavy 
rains that had fallen the preceding 
months. The tenacious soils have 
worked kindly, except those that were 
rendered adhesive the fect ani- 
mals, the consumption winter 
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crops; these require much labour, and 
for them some frost would very ac- 
ceptable.

crease the promising appearance 
prolific the late congenial 
weather has given the flag the most 
healthful and the late sown 
crops the winter kind, have reco- 
vered from the effects superabun- 
dant moisture. The spring sown are 
breaking forth the most healthful 
state, and promise, from the great 
breadths that have been sown, add 
considerably the future stock this 
indispensable article. 

The barley sowing forward

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AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 
The hay harvest, which 
commenced early June, nearly fi- 
nished the vicinity the metropo- 
lis, and full activity throughout the 
country. The crop, somewhat con- 
trary not heavy, 
excepting clover and the artificial 
grasses, which are abundant.—The 
stock both old hay and straw 
very large. 

Turnip sowing scarcely commen- 
ced yet, and unless some warm show- 
ers fall, will late. Barley and oats 
are particularly want rain and 
warm weather, looking but indiffer- 
ently. Pease and beans good.—Rye 
and tares have been much taken off 
the slug, which the breed this 
year immense, and great damage 
will probably accrue from them the 
coming turnip crop, which account 
the Earl Thanet’s and Greg’s 
practice lately published, strongly 
recommended. the greatest 
probability, the damage done the 
turnip plant, usually attributed the 
fly, really effected young slugs. 

Hops are promising, but will soon 
want warm showers. Apple and cher- 
trees much injured blight. Oni- 
crop generally bad. 

Wheat irregular crop. Much 
has looked ill and defective through- 
out the season, which portion the late 
cold and blighting weather has 
means improved. Some 
wheats, upon fine and 
tivated lands, make most luxuriant 
display. some districts the weak 
and inferior wheats were much beaten 
down the stock 
English wheat the country, accord- 
ing report, small. 

Cattle markets still continue high 
the country, both for fat and lean 
stock; the latter however has beep 
somewhat reduced price the 
coldness the weather, which much 


against the growth keep, and the 
former fell 1s. per stone for mutton 
and beef, during last week. defect 
the solar heat, without which nei- 
ther the vegetable nor its seed can 
perfected, has been most remarkable 
during the preceding month. 

The lambing season has proved 
prolific one, and the accounts are ge- 
nerally favourable about the recovery 
the Down flocks from the rot, 
with which they had been much 
fected. 

always expect 
the June month very warm, 
but this has not been the case this 
season, being cold throughout, ex- 
cept three four days the last 
week, which were exceedingly warm 
and nourishing for the growing crops 
every description. the whole, 
however, has been favourable for 
turnip sowing, and for cleansing the 
beans, &c. Wheat 
has the appearance being abun- 
dant crop, and not too late. 
Other grains have not generally the 
‘same rich and plentiful aspect pre- 
sent, but the weather may make 
what wanting before comes the 
sickle. Some the thinnest and worst 
fields hay are begun cutting within 
these few days past. grain mar- 
kets have been without much variation, 
except wheat, which has fallen 3s. 
4s. per boll during the month. The 
butcher markets are 

good meat, nearly the 
rmer prices, and lamb coming 
fast, excellent 30. 

Warp 
The dry warm weather, which com- 
menced about the 26th May, has con- 
little interruption, through 
the whole the month June, and 
has, since the 23d inst. been hotter, and 
the sun less clouded, than for long 
during any part the two 
summers. From the ground 

aving been much drenched the 
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month May, and some mild show- 
ers, that fell during this month, the 
drought has not yet been injurious, but 
continues much longer without 
some rain, the pasture dry land will 
hurt indeed the clay lands that 
were wet about five weeks ago are 
beginning muchdried. every 
other respect, however, the drought, 
and especially the heat and sunshine,. 
are highly propitious the growth 
grain and roots. Our climate not 
much hurt the quantity rain 
that falls, from the length time 
that the light the sun obscured 
continued slow rains. few weeks 
sunshine would have rendered the 
last crop the best that ever grew but 
from the sun being much obscured, 
the grain was deficient quality. 

The crop, dry land which 
good condition, where was early 
sown—the seed good—and the worms 
(or what goes that name) have 
destroyed the plants—never had bet- 
ter appearance. But strong clay 
land, meagre quality and high al- 
titude, where the ground has been 
overburdened with moisture, the crop 
has been much hurt, and some pla- 
ces almost lost, the heavy rains 
May. From that, the weakness 
the seed, and the worming, the crop 
has suffered much, and been kept 
during the month May. But the 
present warm and clear weather has 
already revived much. 

From the drenching rains Febru- 
ary and March, the cold nipping frost 
and piercing east winds after 
the ryegrass had sprung too far bear 
such weather, and the heavy cold rains 
about the middle May, the ryegrass 
turns out medium crop only. 

The hay harvest now going forward 
has been highly But, 
usual, too many farmers injure their 
hay and their ground, allowing the 
grass ripen its seeds before being 
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cut. Except where seed object, 
the grass ought cut much soon- 
than generally done. The pas- 
ture land continues productive, and all 
sorts live stock fare well. 

The fruit the banks the Clyde 
has been greatly injured the severe 
weather April, and will turn out far 
below medium crop. 

The markets have remained steady 
during the month June. The bad 
seed, depredations the worms, and 
cold rains April, prevented the price 
otherwise have done; and the propo- 
sed alterations the corn laws will 
have similar effect.

That has been incontrovertibly 
ascertained upon the records 
parliament, that, for period upwards 
forty years, Great Britain has not raised 
from its own soil, grain sufficient for the 
consumption its inhabitants; and that 
hence evident, that the agriculturist 
must have bad the strongest possible en- 
couragement for his exertions the im- 
provement the soil. 

$d. That the prices which importa- 
tion from abroad prohibited, must ne- 
cessarily regulate, not fix, the lowest 
price which grain home can ob- 
tained, and that consequently the infalli- 
ble result the present measure raise 
the import prices, will greatly raise 
the price every sort grain. 

4th, That does not appear this 
company require any legislative measure

With this view, the decree 
Berlin, followed that Milan, 
declared the British territories 
state blockade; and that all 
commerce, correspondence, 
with Great Britain was prohibited. 
decreed that every vessel and car- 
go, which had entered, was found 
proceeding British port, which, 
under any circumstances, had been vi- 
sited British ship war, should 
lawful prize: declared all Bri- 
tish goods and produce, wherever 
found, and however acquired, whether 
coming from the mother country 
from her colonies, subject confisca- 
the flag all neutral ships 
that should found offending against 
project universal tyranny, the name 
the Continental System. 

For these attempts ruin the com- 
merce Great Britain, means sub- 
versive the clearest rights neutral 
nations, France endeavoured vain 
rest her justification upon the previous 
conduct his majesty’s government. 

Under circumstances 
provocation, his majesty had ab- 
from any measure which 
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ordinary rules the law nations 
did not fully warrant. Never was the 
maritime superiority belligerent 
over his enemy more complete and de- 
cided. Never was the opposite belli- 
gerent formidably dangerous his 
power, and his policy, the liber- 
ties all other nations, France had 
already trampled openly and syste- 
matically the most sacred rights 
neutral powers, might well have 


justified the placing her out the 


pale civilized nations. Yet this 
extreme Great Britain had 
used her naval ascendency, that her 
enemy could find just cause com- 

decrees the appearance reta- 
liation, the Ruler France was obli- 
ged advance principles maritime 
law unsanctioned any other autho- 
rity than his own arbitrary will. 

The pretexts for these decrees were, 
first, that Great Britain had exercised 
the rights war against private per- 
sons, their ships, and goods the 
only object legitimate hostility 
the ocean were the public property 
state, the edicts and the 
courts France itself had not all 
times enforced this right with peculiar 
rigour secondly, that the British or- 
ders blockade, instead being 
confined fortified towns, had, 
France asserted, been unlawfully ex- 
tended commercial towns and ports, 
and tothe rivers and, third- 
ly, that they had been appliedto places 
and coasts, which neither were, nor 
could actually blockaded. The last 
these charges not founded fact 
whilst the others, even the admis- 
sion the American government, are 
utterly groundless point law. 

Against these decrees his majesty 
protested and appealed called up-

Systems violence, oppression, 
and tyranny, can never suppressed, 
even checked, the power against

violence are tolerated with indif- 
ference, submission, complacency.

importation, was evidently unequal 
its operation, and principally levelled 
against the superior commerce and 
maritime power Great Britain. 
same partiality towards France 
was their negociations, 
their measures alleged resist- 
ance.

His royal highness can never admit, 
that neutral trade with Great Britain 
can constituted public crime, the 
commission which can expose the 
ships any power whatever de- 
nationalized. 

His royal highness can never admit 
that Great Britain can debarred 
its right just and necessary retalia- 
tion, through the fear eventually 
affecting the interest neutral. 

His royal highness can never admit 
that the exercise the undoubted 
and hitherto undisputed right search- 
ing neutral merchant vessels time 
war, the British sea- 
men, when found therein, can deem- 
any violation neutral flag.— 
Neither can admit, that the taking 
such seamen from board such ves- 
sels, can considered any neutral 
state hestile measure, justifi- 
able cause war.

The em- 
peror was sensible it, and made this 
effort. For the preservation the 
empire, for the most sacred interests 
mankind,—as security against im- 
measureable evils, pledge bet- 
ter order things,—his majesty sa- 
crificed what was dearest his heart. 
With this view, exalted above all com- 
mon scruples, armed against every mis-

His majesty was the more justified 
these expectations, because the 
time the consummation this 
union, the Emperor Napoleon had at- 
tained that point his career, when 
the preservation his conquests was 
more natural and desirable object 
than restless struggle after new pos- 
sessions. Any farther extension his 
dominions, long since outstretching 
their proper limits, ‘was attended with 
evident danger, not only France, 
already sinking under the burthen 
his conquests, but even his own 
real personal interest. What his au- 
thority gained extent, necessarily 
lost point security. union 
with the most ancient imperial family 
Christendom, the edifice his 
greatness acquired, the eyes the 
French nation, and the world, such 
addition strength and perfection, 
that any ulterior scheme aggran- 
disement must only weaken and de- 
stroy its stability. What France, what 
Europe, what many oppressed and 
despairing nations earnestly demanded 
Heaven, sound policy prescribed 
the triumphant ruler law 
self-preservation—and was allowed 
hope that many great and united 
motives would prevail over the ambi- 
tion individual.
